Mine Workers that the mine owners 
were willing to resume operations in 
the hard coal fields at the old wage 
scalet pending the appointment of a 
commission to investigate th* situa 
tlon. Mr. Warriner said h« had tele- 
graphed Mr. 'Lewis Sunday night sug- 
gesting that a conference of anthra 
cite operators and representatives of 
the miners be held In this city Wednes- 
day. 


Mr. Warrlner's action 
followed a 


conference Sunday with United States 
Senator George Wharton Pepper, GFov- 
ernor Sproul, W.' J. Richards, presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron company, and William 
A. Glasgok Jr., counsel for the United 
Mine Workers. 


At this meeting, i it becatnet known 


Moeday, Senator Pepper reid a letter 
from President Harding in which the 
president declared that further delay 
In the resumption 
of Mai . mining

URGES SPEEDING AGREEMENT 


The President said no time was to 


be lost in getting the men back in the 
mines and if mining was resumed at 
once, "the future 
consequences of 


past 
delays 
must necessarily be 


secured. But If there is any further 
delay we shall be in danger of noth- 
ing short of nationwide disaster. 


President Harding suggested • that 


the operators take the men back at 
the wage scale in effect on March SI, 
1922. when the 
suspension 
began, 


"until a commission or other agency 
has had an opportunity to examine 
Into the whole situation. 


Mr. Warriner in his telegram to 


Mr. Lewis, said that the operators 
had been moved to extend the invita- 
tion for a conference "not merely by 
our own desires, but 
because th* 


president of the United States has 
communicated 
and 
expressed, both 


his wishes that we should do so and 
of his hope that you will accept." 


"As to the time, I hope that the 


conference will take place in the im- 
mediate future. 


"No time is to be lost. 
Even If 


production is resumed 
at once the 


consequence of past delays most nec- 
»«sarily be serious, but if there is any 
further delay we shall be in danger 
of nothing short of nation-wide dis- 
ister. 


Mr. Warriner said he and his as- 


sociates were of an 'open mind' in 
regard to the appolntemnt of a com- 
mission or agency to investigate the 
situation in the hard coal fields, but 
that it should be one that could defi- 
nitely settle and solve the difficulties.

Authorities Believe Visitors To 


Balzer Home Have Knowl- 


edge of Murder

Sauk Ctty, Wis.—Police officers and 


detectives were again Monday depend- 
ing upon William Balzer, third victim 
of the slayers, who last week killed 
his brother Julius and sister Mary on 
their farm near here, .to tell them de- 
tails of the crime that will give a tan- 
gible clew to the identity of the killers. 


In the hospital, hers William, suffer- 


ing from a fractured skull, partially 
regained consciousness 
and was at- 


tempting to answer questions. He may 
live to recount the story of the family 
murder, solving the mystery 'which 
has surrounded the crime since it was 
committed, hospital authorities said. 


A detective who spent the morning 


attempting to get from the man some 
statement 
concerning the murders, 


left on another investigation. It is 
understood to involve two vistors to 
the Balzer farm, 
a young girl and 


young man, who were staying with 
the family a short time ago, but 
whose names are not known to neigh- 
bors or friends of the recluse farmers, 
victims of the tragedy. 


The discovery of Mary Isaia and her 


two brothers Tom and Harry Firmess, 
one time fresh air waifs who had been 
befriended by the Balzsrs, failed to 
give investigators the clew to solution 
of the mystery which they are seeking. 
In Chicago Saturday and Sunday, the 
three declared they could give no in- 
formation that would lead to detection 
of the murderers when questioned by 
District Attorney H. J. Bohn of Sauk 
City, Mary Isaia told, however, of a 
girl and her husband who had vMted 
the Balzers 
after she hacl spent a 


week on the farm during June. They 
are said to have forced their visit on 
the three residents- of the -farm after 
they had been told that their visit 
was not welcome. 


Effort is being made to locate this 


couple in th» hope that .they will be 
able to throw light on the sla.ying. 
While the investigation is continuing 
here, no new information has been un- 
carthW., Monday mornins.

embassy for hincheon. When asked 
whether, the conference had broken 
up, Edward Grigg, Mr. Lloyd's private 
secretary replied: 


"I-am not sure."

ministration, with the exception of its 
dealings with • Ireland, 
which 
the 


Northcliffe press supported through- 
out. 


EDITOR AT 17 


. Viscount Northcliffe, the son of an 
Irish barrister, became an editor at 
17 years, owner and publisher of the 
London TIMES and DAILT MAIL, 
the moulder of public opinion, a man 
of powerful influence in the makins 
and 
unmaking of British 
cabinets 


and who wi'th David Lloyd George, 
contributed in a great 
measure to 


arousing England to a more vigorous 
action in the war. 


He was created Baron of the Isle 


of-Thanet in '1905 and made a Vis- 
count in 1917 after he

RUINS NOTE FREIGHT TRAIN 
A switch stand was knocked down 


and - three coaches of the passenger 
train swung over to the side track in- 
to the freight train. The baggage car 
crashed over the overturned freight 
engine. Several other .passenger cars 
were derailed. 


Most of the dead and Injured were 


in. the smoker which reared up-into 
ths air and toppled over. Part of the 
wreckage caught fire; but the blaze 
was soon extinguished by members >f 
the Annandale fire department. >^P 
this fact many persons 
owe their 


lives, for it was several hours before 
the injured all had been removed. 


Homes in the .neighborhood were 


opened and the most seriously injuruu 
wers taken there. Women were called 
from all parts of the town to act as 
volunteer nurses and calls to nearby 
towns brought every available physi 
clan. 


BOY DIRECTS RESCUERS 


Wrecking cars Sunday night were 


etill working on one overturned coach 
but railroad officials and Dr. A. M. 
Ridegway, deputy coroner, said they 
did not believe any additional bodies 
would be found. 


Work of clearing away the wreck- 


age was delayed somewhat late Satur- 
day night and early on Sunday when 
the wrecking engine toppled over at 
the scene. It was righted and the 
main line cleared for traffic. 


TRUCK OPENS SWITCH 


The official statement given out by 


the Sop line read: 


"Ths derailment was caused 
by 


train No. 107 striking an automobile 
tank truck on the-; crossing Just east 
Of the East Passing'track switch. The 
truck, which was hit at the crossing, 
was thrown against the switch stand, 
knocking it down. This loosened the 
switch. The engine and front whee.ls 
Of the mail car passed over, hut the 
cars behind up to the diner car were 
derailed. 


TWO IN TRUCK KILLED 


The engine of the passenger train 


kept the rails, but three cars, a smok- 
er, baggage and day coach, jumped 
tha track and crashed into the freight 
train. 


Two men on the 
oil truck were 


thrown 100 feet and were instantly 
killed. 
Chris Wallace, engineer on 


the freight train, died six hours after 
the accident. 


The passenger train was approach- 


ing the Annandale station a.nd had 
slowed up for the crossing when Fred 
Lamer, Maple Lake, Minn., driver of 
the oi! truck, neajed the tracks. The 
freight train, which had been placed 
on a siding for the passenger train, 
stood with the engine near the cross- 
ing-Two of the trainmen on the freight, 
who 'stood at the side of the tracks 
awaiting the passing of the 
coast 


train, declared that they warned.La- 
mer of the danger. They said Lamer 
waved his hand and smiled, indicating 
that he believed 
he had 
plenty of 


time. 


As the front wheels of the truck 


reached the rails, the passenger train 
roared past the crossing. The truck 
was struck squarely and hurled from 
the track.

valued at $200,828,249.92 during 1921 
according to a report of J. Q. Emery, 
dairy and food commissioner, issued 
today. 


"The average price received by pro 


ducers for milk in 1921 was $1.645 per 
hundred weight and the average pro 
duetion per cow in 1921 was 4,865.'i 
Ibs. The average number of cows in 
1921 was 1,802,290. 
At the average 


production of 4,865.7 pounds of milk 
per cow during the year 1921 there 
was produced 8,769,402,453 pounds of 
milk," said the report. 


The report continued, "the value of 


milk produced other than that fur 
nished cheese and butter 
factories 


and ice cream plants and condens 
aries was estimated as the amount 
used for family consumption by the 
total population of the state, which 
population is taken as 2,651,839. In 
estimating this amount, one pint per 
capita per day was used and 
the 


milk valued at 3 cents per pint.

AVith the congressional elections less 


than three months away, it will undoubt- 
edly be sore disappointment to members 
of the house to learn that the president ex- 
pects all of them to be back on the job to- 
morrow, -which marks the end of their six 
weeks' vacation.

Waist Deep\ Obesity , 


Here Is a query representative of many: 
"Will you please tell me what to do to reduce 


excessive fat about the hips and abdomen, and 
what I can do to develop the bust and upper part 
of my body. ,1 have a tired feeling almost a'l the 
time and I yawn a great deal. Do you think that 
my liver causes it? I get plenty of sleep. (Gertie)." 


The woman making the inquiry in this instance, 


as in many similar ones, omitted to mention her 
age, height and weight, and therefore I could not 
answer her question. I am not answering it now, 
but simply using her query as a text for this dis- 
course. 


It is a peculiar fact that in 
many 
cases of 


glandular insufficiency, both in men and m wom- 
en, tho most frequently in women, there is a form 
of obesity which may he described as waist deep, 
that is to say. the individual is of normal develop 
ment and nutrition from the waist 
upward,
